H ello Vin! Great 
to see you back 
in our cinemas 
as Riddick, but 
the last Riddick 
film, Chronicles 
Of Riddick, came out in 2004. 
Why have you made us wait 
so long for a new one? 

Oh, it was a fight. It was a 
struggle. It was a campaign! 
And ultimately, a huge 
victory for all of the Riddick 
fans around the world that 
we actually got it done. How 
did I succeed? Not the 
Hollywood way, ironically. 
Fast Et Furious 4 had come 
out. It had broken records 
- it took over £72million on 
the opening weekend. We 
went into Universal and said, 
“We want to make this new 
Riddick movie.” They 
basically kicked us out of the 
city and said never come 
back here again. But we just 
didn’t quit. We just kept at it, 
finding a way to get it done, 
which included going to 
Germany and getting foreign 
money and making a couple 
more billion dollars for 
Universal. Then they were 
ready to help us. 

Why do you think people love 
Riddick so much? 

He’s a character who’s been 
given up on, or ruled out, or 
blacklisted. It’s very close to 
home. We all know that I’ve 
been blacklisted in a small 
way every time I said no 
to a picture. The wrath of 
Hollywood has tried to bury 
me. I think what resonates 
with people is this kind 
of loner. No matter how 
sociable we are, we can 
always identify in some 
way with a loner. I love 
anti-heroes! 

So you might be the 
black sheep of 
Hollywood, but you’re 
also a bit of a cult 
figure. That must be 
awesome, right? 

And harrowing... 

Harrowing? 

Of course it is! 


What’s the nicest thing a fan 
has done for you? 

I remember the thing that 
stood out the most was 
everyone asking when 
Riddick was coming? One 
of the things that someone 
said to me on my Facebook 
page was, “Vin, there are so 
many of us.” There are 43 
million members of the page 
now but back then, there 
were two million. Someone 
said, “You have two million 
people here. If each of us 
gave you $10, you could 
make an R-rated Riddick!” 

I know they have something 
called Kickstarter now, but 
this pre-dates that, and 
something about that 
comment really touched me. 
It basically gave me no way 
out. What’s the point of 
doing all this if you can’t 
service your audience? 

You weren’t tempted just to 
take their dough and run? 

Ha-ha! No. I wasn’t tempted 
to take their money. I’m not 
that kind of guy. My days as 
a “stick-up” kid are over. 

Before you became a movie 
star, you used to be a bouncer. 
Were you a nice one or were 
you a bit of a nob? 

I was the bouncer who 
stopped the other bouncers. 
If a guy was already on the 
floor and five bouncers were 
jumping on his head, I’d be 
the one going, “Hey, man, 
that’s enough!” But when 
I started, it was all fighting. 

I was a bouncer for nine 
years at this bar called Mars 
in New York. To do that job, 
you have to be able to read 
people, and you have to be 


ready to fight - every night. 

I must have been in hundreds 
of fights, and they weren’t 
pretty. But you try to avoid 
violence as much as you can. 

Is it true that your name came 
from your days on the door? 

Yeah. When you’re getting 
into fights in New York you 
don’t want everyone to know 
who you are, and where 
you live. So all bouncers in 
New York in the ’80s had a 
nickname. People said I was 
full of energy. They would 
say, “There’s Vin Diesel!” 

It just stuck. 

You posted a video of you 
belting out a Rihanna song.

A rib-shattering rush! 

British cliff divers Blake Aldridge and Mat Cowen 
explain just how dangerous their sport can get!

Hi guys! Why do 
something as 
dangerous as 
throw yourself off a cliff? 
Mat: I’ve always been a 
bit crazy so it seemed like 
a natural step after trying 
Olympic-style diving. 
Blake: It’s dangerous, but 
we’re all professionals. So 
it’s more of a calculated 
risk for us, rather than 
absolute danger, although 
if it goes wrong, you’re 
going to smash yourself 
to bits! I’ve got lost in the 
air but stuck with it and 
managed to figure the 
dive out. 

What does “getting lost 
in the air” mean? 

BA: Basically, losing your 
awareness of the dive. 
We’re meant to know 
exactly where we are 
during the dive, but the 
fact that you’re 30 metres 
up means that there’s not 
always a point of focus. 

A normal diver only 
jumps from ten metres. 
When you’re out in 
the wilderness there’s 
nothing for you to see. 

MC: Your brain takes over. 
Your body knows that 
you can do the dive, it’s 
a lot more mental being 
able to execute the dive. 
You have a split second 
where your brain kicks 
in and says, “Do this! Do 
that! Land on your feet!” 


What happens if you don't 
land on your feet? 

BA: If you hit the water on 
your side, you’re looking 
at broken ribs, torn 
spleen, punctured lungs, 
torn retinas... We have 
to land feet-first because 
the impact on the water 
is so much greater than 
springboard diving. We’re 
three times the height! 
MC: I’ve seen a few divers 
get pretty badly hurt. One 
of my good friends got 
knocked out twice. We 
all have a mutual respect 
because it’s so dangerous. 

Is it an adrenaline rush? 

BA: You push your body 
and your mind to their 
absolute limits. I’ve done 
Olympic diving - same 
board, same height, day 
in, day out. We don’t have 
the time or physical 
capacity to train like that, 
and the impact on the 
water is too great, if you 
practised a lot, you’d get 
injured pretty quickly. 

You have to lie to yourself 
and convince your brain 
that you’ve been up there 
and done it before. 

Finally then, how do 
women react when you 
tell them what you do? 

MC: I’ll be honest - I 
don’t bring it up unless 
I’m directly asked as they 
tend not to believe me!
